May T a k e Drastic Action. 
Op p osition to the good roads move­ 
ment is based up on the fact that once 
the government starts up on that line 
there will be no end to the exp endi­ 
ture, and of '•oui’se all the economy ad 
voeates are against roadDmking by 
the government. This may necessitate 
drastic action on the p art ©f the road 
men if they have a sufficient majority 
to control the house. 
They can take 
charge of the house p rocedure. 
They 
can block every thing else and comp el 
notion up on their good roads bill. Just 
as has been » .one in the p ast when the 
leaders refused consideration of m eas­ 
ures which a majority was determined 
to have p assed. 
Shackleford is willing to lend such a 
movement on behalf of the Democrats, 
and Slemp has signified his willing­ 
ness to go the limit in behalf of roads. 
The Virginia congressman say s that 
road imp rovement in Ids staue will re­ 
turn tenfold the investment ln a few 
y ears. 
A “M ilita ry " Road.
